LOUISA — The Lawrence 
County Fiscal Court changed its 
regular meeting date and time dur- 
ing a special session Monday. 

The court, which had met on the 
third Monday of each month at 9:30 
a.m., will now meet on the third 
Tuesday at 10 a.m. The court’s next 
meeting will be Jan. 20. 

Lawrence County Judge-Execu- 
tive John Osborne said that the 
change was necessary because it 
conflicted with his scheduled FIV- 
CO Area Development District 
meeting. 

“This way, maybe I will be able 
to get there on time,” Osborne said. 

The motion to change the meet- 
ing date and time was made by 
Magistrate Morris Howard and sec- 
onded by Magistrate Earl Boggs, 
with all in favor. 

Also during Monday’s special 
meeting, court members approved 
the appointment of administrative 
staff to their same positions, with a 
motion from Magistrate John 
Lemaster, a second from new Mag- 
istrate Rick Blackburn, and all in 
favor. 

The fiscal court approved the 
salaries, with a motion from Boggs,

to Martin County employees 
terminated due to money crunch

INEZ — Ten Martin County Fiscal Court 
employees’ jobs were terminated Monday due to the 
county’s financial condition created by garbage 
issues, according to Judge-Executive Kelly Calla- 
ham. 

The Martin County Fiscal Court held a meeting 
Friday and again Monday. Monday’s meeting was 
supposed to be held to introduce Nathan Harless as 
the new District 1 magistrate and to rehire county 
employees under the new administration. 

“We are in the worst financial shape as we have 
been in the last 17 years,” Callaham said. “I’m going 
to present the court with another proposal on Tues- 
day (Jan. 13), next week. We need to find a way to 
fund the garbage or get out of the garbage business. 
We must make some hard decisions and several 



county employees are not being rehired today. Bud- 
get cuts have been made and right now there is no 
buying, we’ve cut the fire department in half and 
there will be no parks or recreation as of July. I have 
high hopes that the cuts being made won’t be long 
term.” 

Callaham said that the cuts are due to the 
expense of garbage and that the court may have to 
step up to the plate and get garbage funded in some 
way in order to change it. He gave no indication of 
what his proposal would include. 

“It’s a lack of leadership on the part of this 
team,” Callaham said. “Me and the other five mag- 
istrates — not you, Nathan — have shown a com- 
plete lack of leadership. We’ve known about this 
since July. As long as we’ve got money, this job is 
easy, but when the rubber meets the road, we have

Kirk 
takes 
over as 
sheriff

INEZ — Martin County’s new 
sheriff said he hopes the public will 
be patient as he settles into his new 
job as the county’s chief law 
enforcement officer. 

“I came in with no experience in 
the office,” John Herman Kirk said 
in an interview Tuesday. “I didn’t 
have to be sheriff, but I was fed up 
with calling in about drug activity 
and nothing being done. I offered to 
just volunteer, and he wouldn’t let 
me do that. We have a real problem 
in this county, and something needs 
to be done about it. I wanted to have 
my office people come in and shad- 
ow Garmon’s people, so they would 
be more prepared, but he wouldn’t 
do that. If I lose the next election, 
when I go out of office, my people 
will do that for the next sheriff. We 
couldn’t even check and see who 
had warrants because there is a pass- 
word and we had to get that. I had to 
set up our own accounts. After 
today, that shouldn’t be a problem. 
We are still trying to set everything 
up, and I would ask that the public 
be a little patient while we do that.” 
Kirk said that he has a few 
employees in place, but he is wait- 
ing to see what the county does 
about the garbage problem before he 
hires additional personnel. 

“We are a fee office, and I’d hate 
to hire people and then not be able to 
pay them,” Kirk said. “Money is 
tight right now, and we are still in 
the process of trying to work out a 
budget. We have to have a budget by

Meth charges filed in Johnson

RICEVILLE — Officers with the Johnson Coun- 
ty Sheriff’s Office arrested a man Saturday who was 
allegedly sitting in his automobile and actively 
using methamphetamine. 

Michael W. Brown, 40, of Swamp Branch, is 
charged with manufacturing methamphetamine, 
unlawful possession of meth precursors, possession 
of drug paraphernalia, public intoxication and pos- 
session of marijuana. 

According to a news release posted by the sher- 
iff’s office, Sheriff Dwayne Price received a tip of a 



possible active meth lab in the Riceville community 
of Johnson County and contacted deputy Byron 
Fairchild, who responded to 437 Narrows Fork 
Road. 

Upon Fairchild’s arrival, he observed a white 
Toyota car parked about 8 feet from the county 
roadway, with Brown sitting inside and appearing to 
be actively using methamphetamine, the release 
said. 

Brown set up inside the vehicle, and various 
meth lab paraphernalia was scattered throughout the 
vehicle as well as a quantity of marijuana, according

LOUISA — A Lawrence County 
man showed his honesty by return- 
ing $15,000 in cash lost by a Proc- 
torville, Ohio, man in Louisa. 

Harold Daniels said he found the 
huge sum of money in a plastic bag 
on the floor at Fallscreek Pavillion, 
known locally as The Birdhouse, 
Saturday afternoon. 

“I went into The Birdhouse to 
buy a lottery ticket and there were 
people coming in there and I almost 



tripped over the bag, so I kicked it 
out of the way so that nobody else 
would trip over it and then I decided 
to pick it up and was going to throw 
it in the trash,” Daniels said. “I said 
what is in there and when I opened 
the bag, there were three envelopes 
in there and each one contained 
$5,000.” 

Daniels said he turned the money 
in to the Louisa City Police Depart- 
ment Sunday. 

“I turned it in to Eddie Cordle,” 
Daniels said. “He returned it to the 
owner. The owner didn’t want any- 



body to know his name or anything. 
He offered me a $500 reward, but I 
only took $200.” 

Daniels said he isn’t bragging on 
what he did but that he wants people 
to realize that there are still a few 
good honest people out there. 

“If I had taken that money, it 
would have been the same as steal- 
ing,” Daniels said. “All those other 
people were in The Birdhouse, but I 
don’t think anybody else noticed it. I 
guess it was just meant for me to 
find it. The Lord knew I would do 
the right thing.”

uled Thursday in U.S. District 
Court at Pikeville. 

According to the indict- 
ments, on or about Oct. 12, 
1995, Marty Welch applied 
for OASDI benefit payments 
and during the application 
process reported to the Social 
Security Administration that 
he was disabled and unable to 
work. The SSA approved 
Marty Welch’s application and 
paid him a monthly OASDI 
benefit. The SSA also paid 
monthly OASDI benefits to 
his minor children who quali- 
fied as children of a disabled 
parent and a benefit to his 
spouse, Madaline Gay Welch. 

From April 2005, Marty 
Welch was self-employed and 
received income as the opera- 
tor of Welch’s Towing, the 
indictment said. He concealed 
and failed to disclose to the 
SSA his ability to work, his 
self-employment status and 
his earned income, which 
resulted in the SSA paying 
him a monthly OASDI benefit 
payment to which he was not 
entitled from April 2005 
through February 2013, the 
indictment said. 

Marty Welch’s conceal- 
ment of his ability to work, his 
self-employment status and 
his earned income also result- 
ed in the SSA paying a month- 
ly OASDI benefit to his wife, 
Madaline Gay Welch and their 
minor children, to which Mar- 
ty Welch was not entitled, the 
indictment also said. 

On or about April 10, 
2012, Marty Welch signed a 
written statement to the SSA 
falsely stating that he made no 
money from the business and 
that it was owned by his son, 
the indictment said. 

On or about April 10, 
2012, Madaline Gay Welch 
also signed a written state- 
ment to the SSA falsely stat- 



ing that her son did all the 
work in the business, that 
Marty Welch just helped and 
that he had not started helping 
until 2011, the indictment 
says. 

In April 2005 and continu- 
ing through February 2013, 
Marty Welch allegedly know- 
ingly and willingly did steal, 
purloin and convert to his own 
use the money and property of 
the United States, specifically 
OASDI benefit payments to 
which he knew he was not 
entitled, having a value of 
approximately $1 16,788.20, 
the indictment said. 

In or about April 2005, 
and continuing through Febru- 
ary 2013, Marty Welch, in a 
matter within the jurisdiction 
of the SSA, having knowledge 
of the occurrence of events 
affecting his continued right to 
OASDI benefit payments, 
specifically his ability to 
work, his self-employment 
activity, and his earned 
income, concealed and failed 
to disclose such events with 
the intent to fraudulently 
secure OASDI benefit pay- 
ments when no payment was 
authorized, the indictment 
said. 

On or about April 10, 
2012, Marty Welch allegedly 
knowingly and willfully made 
materially false, fictitious, and 
fraudulent statements and rep- 
resentations in a matter within 
the jurisdiction of the execu- 
tive branch of the United 
States, specifically the SSA. 

“Those statements were 
false because, as Marty Welch 
then and there knew, when 
stating to the SSA that he had 
received no money from a 
business owned by his son, 
Marty Welch had in fact 
received money from the busi- 
ness,” the indictment said. 

Madaline Gay Welch 
allegedly knowingly and will- 
fully made materially false. 



fictitious, and fraudulent state- 
ments and representations in a 
matter within the jurisdiction 
of the SSA, the indictment 
says. 

“Those statements were 
false because, as Madaline 
Gay Welch then and there 
knew, when stating to the SSA 
that Marty Welch’s son did all 
the work in the business and 
that Marty Welch had just 
helped starting 

In 2011, Marty Welch in 
fact had operated the busi- 
ness,” the indictment said. 

Marty Welch, his wife and 
the couple’s son were con- 
victed of multiple charges 
relating to the operation of a 
chop shop in October 2012. 

Marty Welch was convict- 
ed of second-degree criminal 
possession of a foiged instru- 
ment/complicity; two counts 
of obscuring the identity of a 
machine over $ 10,000/com- 
plicity; two additional counts 
of obscuring the identity of a 
machine over $ 10,000/com- 
plicity; receiving stolen prop- 
erty over $500; two counts of 
receiving stolen property over 
$500, a class C felony; two 
counts of receiving stolen 
property over $500, a class D 
felony; theft by deception 
over $500; receiving stolen 
property over $10,000; and 
trafficking in stolen vehicles 
for which he received a sen- 
tence of 10 years. 

Madeline Welch and the 
couple’s son, Ian Welch, were 
each convicted of second- 
degree criminal possession of 
a forged instrument; two 
counts of obscuring the iden- 
tity of a machine over $10,000; 
two counts of obscuring the 
identity of a machine over 
$500; and trafficking in stolen 
vehicles for which they were 
each sentenced to serve seven 
years.

the 15th. We still have Cory 
Cook as a deputy, and I’ve 
hired PD. Witten as the chief 
deputy. Marquita Maynard is 
still in school, studying crim- 
inal justice, and she has to put 
in some hours, so she does 
some volunteer work for that. 
I also have Brett Vanover as a 
part-time employee as court 
security. Chris Todd will also 
be volunteering some, but he 
is no longer in the courthouse 
and will be working out of 
the county garage. I actually 
need to hire a couple of depu- 
ties, but I want to wait and 
see what the money situation 
is and I am also going to be 
looking for someone who is 
trained because we can’t 
afford to pay someone while 
they go to training for 
22-weeks.” 

Witten, lives on old Rt. 3, 
is a former Paintsville police 
officer as well as a former 
Johnson County sheriff’s 



deputy, with more than 20 
years experience in law 
enforcement. 

“I think he will be a real 
asset for this office,” Kirk 
said. “He is an experienced 
officer.” 

Kirk said he ultimately 
plans to put more officers on 
the road and that he has Tere- 
sa Burke in the office as well 
as Thomasina Osendott and 
Sherri Williams. 

“I’m not stacking the pay- 
roll with members of my 
family. Just because it’s legal 
doesn’t mean it’s right,” Kirk 
said. “I want to work closer 
with the public and act upon 
the tips they give us. More 
eyes, less crime, and it’s bet- 
ter to be proactive than reac- 
tive. We’re also going to try 
and raise money to purchase 
a drug dog. I was told that the 
department owes for a grant 
that they got several years 
ago and now it’s up to about 
$25,000, so we are going to 
try and get that paid because 



we can’t get a grant until we 
do and if we can pay a 
$25,000 grant so we can get 
$100,000 in grant money, it 
will be worth it. We can’t get 
grants because of that debt.” 

Kirk said he has created a 
Facebook page so the public 
can stay informed about what 
his office is doing. He said he 
is also having his deputies do 
daily logs, and once a month 
he is going to have it posted 
on the Facebook page as to 
what they have done each 
month, as sort of a monthly 
statistic report. 

“I am going to do every- 
thing I can to make sure that 
every penny of the taxpayers’ 
dollars are spent like they 
should be,” Kirk said. “I am 
going to do my best to work 
with the pubic and to do the 
best job that I can. I want to 
work closely with people and 
I want them to feel that they 
can come to me with tips and 
know that we will follow up 
on them.”

To start strong out of the 
gate, Beshear announced a 
$90,000 commitment from 
Churchill Downs and a 
$25 ,000 donation from Kroger 
for the new van. 

“For years, the Horses and 
Hope program has been one of 
the driving forces behind the 
portable mammography unit 
that travels throughout the 
state offering breast cancer 
screenings and promoting the 
message that early detection 
saves lives,” Beshear said. 
“We now have the opportunity 
to expand these services to 
screen for six additional forms 
of cancer, and continue our 
efforts to improve the health 
and wellness of Kentuckians 
throughout the common- 
wealth.” 

Kentucky has the highest 
incidence and death rates in 
the nation for several cancers, 



with an overall cancer inci- 
dence rate that is 14 percent 
greater than the national aver- 
age. The new van will focus 
on educating Kentuckians 
about cancer prevention, and 
offer screenings for seven 
cancer types, including breast, 
cervical, colon, lung, prostate, 
skin and head/neck. 

“When it comes to cancer, 
the people of our state suffer 
dearly,” said Dr. Donald Mill- 
er, director of the University 
of Louisville James Graham 
Brown Cancer Center, a part 
of KentuckyOne Health. 
“Through the first lady’s lead- 
ership with Horses and Hope, 
we have been able to bring 
early detection about breast 
cancer to women throughout 
the state.

Blevins officially

FRANKFORT Walter 
Blevins Jr., who represented

Blevins, a Democrat who 
won the November general

Harrison, Lewis, Mason, 
Nicholas, Robertson and 
Rowan counties. 

Prior to legislative redis- 
tricting in 2013, Blevins had 
represented a district that 
included Lawrence County. 
Lawrence County is now part 
of the 31st Senate District, 
which also includes Pike and 
Martin counties and is repre- 
sented by Ray Jones of Pikev- 
ille. 

On Monday, Gov. Steve 
Beshear called a special elec- 
tion for March 3 to fill the 
vacant 27th District Senate 
seat. 



Local lawmakers 
prefile legislation

FRANKFORT - The 2015 
session of the General Assem- 
bly began this week with orga- 
nizational business before law- 
makers adjourn Friday until 
February to consider legisla- 
tion. 

Three legislators who repre- 
sent local counties in the Gen- 
eral Assembly prefiled bills in 
anticipation of this year’s ses- 
sion, which is scheduled to end 
March 24. 

State Rep. Hubert Collins, a 
Wittensville Democrat who 
represents Johnson, Morgan 
and Wolfe counties in the 
House, prefiled two bills in 
August. Collins filed both piec- 
es of legislation during the 2014 
session, but they were not 
passed. 

One bill relates to the dis- 
posal of vehicles forfeited to 
law enforcement agencies and 
would amend state law to clari- 
fy that any vehicle forfeited that 
is contaminated with metham- 
phetamine “shall not be used, 
resold, or salvaged for parts, but 
shall instead be destroyed or 
salvaged for scrap metal.” 

The bill would also clarify 
that determination of meth con- 
tamination would be made by 
law enforcement agencies and 
that the “presence of prepack- 
aged materials or other products 
or precursors not subject to 
extraction shall not qualify a 
vehicle as being contaminated.” 

Collins’ other prefiled bill 
deals with the valuation of 
motor vehicles for property tax 
purposes. It would amend a 
state law to clarify “the stan- 
dards for appraising the value 



of motor vehicles that are 20 
years old or older for property 
tax purposes, by providing that 
no vehicle of said age shall be 
presumed to have been main- 
tained or restored to either the 
original factory condition or 
any otherwise classic condition, 
and also y establishing the stan- 
dard value of said vehicles.” 

The bill would apply to 
vehicles assessed on or after 
Jan. 1,2016. 

Rep. Jill York of Grayson, 
who represents Lawrence and 
Carter counties, prefiled two 
bills in December. 

The first concerns leaves of 
absence for teachers and would 
amend a state law to clarify that 
a board of education “must 
comply with the Americans 
With Disabilities Act of 1990, 
the Health Insurance Portability 
and Accountability Act of 1996, 
and any other applicable federal 
law by placing a teacher or 
superintendent on leave due to a 
physical or mental disability.” 

York’s other bill relates to 
financial disclosure statements 
and would amend a state law to 
“include names of clients pay- 
ing more than $1,000 annually 
to a consulting firm owned by a 
legislator or spouse, or which 
employs a legislator or spouse 
in the statement of financial 
disclosure.” 

The bill would exclude leg- 
islators who are attorneys from 
the requirement. 

State Sen. Brandon Smith of 
Hazard, who represents John- 
son, Bell, Breathitt, Leslie, 
Magoffin and Perry counties, 
prefiled a joint resolution that 
would designate a bridge on Rt. 
476 in Perry County as the 
Mitchell Allen Memorial 
Bridge.

LOUISA - A Martin 
County man arrested in con- 
nection with a robbery at the 
32 BP in Louisa was 
arraigned in Lawrence Dis- 
trict Court Dec. 30. 

Due to outstanding 
offenses in Martin County, a 
preliminary hearing for Chad 
Nichols was rescheduled for 
Jan. 21. 

Kentucky State Police in 
Ashland issued a release ask- 
ing for the public’s help in 
locating Nichols, 31, of 
Lovely, and he was arrested 
Dec. 26 for the 32 BP rob- 
bery. 

Kentucky State Police in 
Pikeville issued a press 
release Dec. 23 of a Dec. 22 
robbery at a Fast-Lane Dis- 
count Tobacco Store in South 
Williamson, in which there 
are a lot of similarities, but 
officials haven’t officially 



connected the two cases. 

Nichols was identified as 
the suspect in the incident in 
Lawrence County and is 
charged with second-degree 
robbery and persistent felony 
offender. 

Kentucky State Police in 
Ashland said in a news 
release that they received a 
report of a robbery at the 32 
BP in Louisa and that the 
male was later identified as 
Nichols, who entered the 
store and purchased an item. 
When the cashier opened the 
register, he removed an 
undisclosed amount of cash 
from the drawer, police said. 

Nichols then fled the area 
in what was believed to be a 
blue Jeep Liberty, the release 
said. 

Nichols didn’t brandish a 
weapon and no injuries 
occurred as a result of the 
robbery, the release said. 

The investigation is ongo- 
ing by Detective David Boar- 



man. 

According to a press 
release issued by the KSP at 
Post 9, officials are investi- 
gating a robbery at the Fast- 
Lane Discount Tobacco in 
the evening hours of Dec. 22 
in which an unknown male, 
while inside the store waited, 
for the cashier to open the 
register, then removed an 
undisclosed amount of cash 
from the drawer and fled the 
area in what was believed to 
be a blue Jeep Liberty. 

The release described the 
male as being approximately 
6 feet tall, weighing 150 
pounds, and wearing a brown 
hooded jacket and an orange 
toboggan. 

The unidentified male did 
not brandish a weapon and no 
injuries occurred, the report 
said.

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Jobless rates rise in November in FIVCO, Big Sandy districts

FRANKFORT - Unem- 
ployment rates rose in the 
FIVCO and Big Sandy area 
development districts in 
November, according to state 
statistics. 

The FIVCO district’s 
November jobless rate was 
6.6 percent, compared to 5.6 
percent in October, while the 
Big Sandy ADD rate was 8.6 
percent, compared to 7.9 per- 
cent the previous month. 

Lawrence County report- 



ed the highest unemployment 
rate in November in the FIV- 
CO ADD at 8.3 percent, while 
Boyd County had the district’s 
lowest rate at 5.7 percent. 
Other FIVCO rates were 

6.2 percent in Greenup Coun- 
ty, 7.2 percent in Elliott Coun- 
ty and 7.8 percent in Carter 
County. 

In the Big Sandy ADD, 
Magoffin County had the 
highest jobless rate in Novem- 
ber at 1 1 .6 percent and John- 
son County had the lowest at 

7.3 percent. 

Other rates in the Big San- 



dy district were 8.1 percent in 
Floyd County, 8.7 percent in 
Pike County and 8.8 percent 
in Martin County. 

The statewide jobless rate 
in November was 5.8 percent; 
the October rate was 5.3 per- 
cent. 

Boone and Woodford 
counties recorded the lowest 
jobless rates in the state at 4.5 
percent each. They were fol- 
lowed by Madison and Owen 
counties, 4.7 percent each; 
and Daviess, Fayette, Frank- 
lin, Jessamine, Oldham, Scott, 
Simpson and Warren coun- 



Kentucky to start processing own 
International Fuel Tax Agreement returns 



FRANKFORT - Begin- 
ning this month, Kentucky 
will start processing its own 
International Fuel Tax 
Agreement (IFTA) returns, 
simplifying the procedure 
and saving taxpayer money. 
It’s a process that’s been two 
years in the making. 

IFTA, an agreement 
among 48 states and 10 
Canadian provinces, simpli- 
fies the reporting of fuel 
used by interstate and inter- 
jurisdiction motor carriers. 
The fuel taxes they pay fund 
infrastructure in the cooper- 
ating states. 

Fuel tax reports for Ken- 
tucky and several other 
states formerly were pro- 
cessed by a regional center 
in Albany, N.Y., but the ser- 
vice was discontinued, 
effective Dec. 31, 2014. 

Kentucky then joined 
with five other states - Cali- 
fornia, Connecticut, New 
Hampshire, Michigan and 
Maryland - to form the IFTA 
Processing Consortium 
(IPC) to process IFTA 
returns. Kentucky is the lead 
state. 

In January 2014, Ken- 
tucky contracted with 
Explore Information Servic- 
es LLC, on a winning bid of 
$5.35 million, for creation of 
a web-based application to 
monitor tax returns. The 
company also is responsible 
for annual maintenance and 
service, including emergen- 
cy service with all parts, 



materials, equipment and 
supplies for the first five 
years. Costs will be shared 
by Kentucky and the consor- 
tium’s five other states. It is 
estimated Kentucky will 
save $60,000 in the second 
year of the contract. 

“The cost savings alone 
is enough reason to celebrate 
this unique venture,” said 
Rodney Kuhl, KYTC Com- 
missioner of the Department 
of Vehicle Regulation. “But 
we’ve created a process 
that’s simple and easy for 
motor carriers that operate 
through our state. Everyone 
involved in this process has 
come together to make this a 
homerun for Kentucky.” 

Kentucky is the first state 
to subcontract with an out- 
side vendor to process IFTA 
returns as a consortium with 
formal agreements with oth- 
er states. 

Since the contract was 
signed last year, the web- 
based application has been 
completed and 95 percent of 
the state’s 4,400 registered 
motor carriers have been 
pre-registered in the new 
system. Those who are pre- 
registered simply go online, 
log in and change their pass- 
words before the process is 
complete. In addition, since 
the on-line registration 
became available in Decem- 
ber, new motor carriers have 
found the registration pro- 
cess simple to complete - 
with more than 150 register- 



ing within the first two days. 

Because the new process 
is web-based, motor carrier 
companies can do every- 
thing online, rather than 
having to carry paperwork to 
the Transportation Cabinet 
in Frankfort. An email 
address - kytcdmcipc@ 
ky.gov - has been set up for 
those who do have issues or 
questions about registering. 
The emails goes directly to 
subject matter experts who 
can help answer specific 
questions motor carrier com- 
panies may have about the 
new process.

Unemployment statistics 
are based on estimates and are 
compiled to measure trends 
rather than actually to count 
people working. Civilian 
labor force statistics include 
non-military workers and 
unemployed Kentuckians 
who are actively seeking 
work. They do not include 



unemployed Kentuckians 
who have not looked for 
employment within the past 
four weeks. 

The statistics in this are 
not seasonally adjusted 
because of the small sample 
size for each county. The data 
should only be compared to 
the same month in previous 
years.

Simple ways to make resolutions stick ... this time 



A new year often begins 
with good intentions, as thou- 
sands resolve to make positive 
changes in their lives. Resolu- 
tions are easy to make when 
one is toasting at midnight and 
ready to take on the world. 
But resolutions can be harder 
to keep as the days turn into 
weeks and weeks become 
months. 

Researchers at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota found that 
80 percent of resolution-mak- 
ers have given up by Valen- 
tine’s Day. A January 2012 
poll conducted in England 
found that, of the 3,000 
respondents, roughly three- 
quarters of them admitted they 
were no longer confident they 
would stick to their resolu- 
tions for the rest of the month. 

There are several different 
reasons why resolutions fail, 
and recognizing potential pit- 
falls can help people stick 
with their positive changes 
throughout the new year. The 
following are a few ways to 
ensure your resolutions last 
the year. 

* Don’t make an unrealis- 
tic resolution. Losing weight 
is a popular resolution. Some 
resolve to drop dozens of 
pounds in an effort to com- 
pletely transform their bodies. 
However, when the weight 
doesn’t magically come off, it 
can be easy to grow discour- 
aged. Weight loss is not 
instantaneous, and healthy 
weight-loss plans advocate 
gradual weight loss, such as 1 
to 2 pounds per week. It can 
take several months to see a 



considerable difference if 
you’re aiming to lose 50 
pounds. Instead of setting 
such a lofty weight-loss goal, 
establish incremental mile- 
stones with tangible dates.
